S.M.M.T. Keeps Abreast of Changing Pattern of World Markets 


In 1960, exports of United Kingdom goods totalled £3,536 million, of which the Motor 
Industry’s share was £617 million or 17.4 per cent. In this article Stanley Clark, Chief 
Executive of the Society of Motor Manufacturers and Traders Limited, explains the many 
ways in which the Society helps its members to develop their export business. 


formed nearly sixty years ago with the object of encouraging, 

promoting and protecting the motor industry at home and 
overseas. Today the interests of the entire motor industry of Great 
Britain are represented by the Society and membership includes the 
manufacturers of passenger cars, commercial vehicles, tractors, 
trailers, parts and accessories, in addition to those members who 
are importers and distributors. 


The Society’s affairs are conducted by a Council and a Manage- 
ment Committee and its Honorary Officers consist of a President, 
a Deputy President, two Vice-Presidents and a Treasurer, all of 
whom are appointed annually. 


While questions of general policy are dealt with by the Council, 
those of a more specific nature are the concern of the Committees 
formed by the seventeen trade sections which are constituted within 
the Society. As the headquarters of the British Motor Industry, the 
Society's offices in London provide the necessary forum for the dis- 
cussion of problems of mutual concern to manufacturers. 


The British Manufacturers’ Section of the Society was established 
to enable matters peculiar to the interests of the United Kingdom 
manufacturers generally, and of exports in particular to be kept 
under observation, and the Committee of the Section is elected 
biennially. It is on behalf of the British Manufacturers’ Section that 
the Society’s Overseas Department operates to develop exports. 

Little has been recorded of the work of the S.M.M.T. in helping 
to promote the industry’s export trade. Although the Society was 
constituted as long ago as 1902 it was not until 1927 that the first 
overseas representative was appointed and it was not until 1933 
that the Society’s Overseas department came into being. Since that 
time the Department has steadily grown and the post war effort 
to develop the export trade has greatly increased its scope. At the 
present time there are nine overseas representatives, sometimes

described as trade ambassadors, covering the greater part of the 
world, their activities being co-ordinated by the Overseas Secretary, 
who is also the Manager of the British Manufacturers’ Section. 
It is interesting to note that the S.M.M.T. is the only trade associa- 
tion in the world, representing a nation’s motor industry, which has 
its own overseas representatives. It is not easy to list all the activities 
of the overseas representatives in a few words, but their duties

include maintaining close relations with high-level government 
Officials and looking after the interests of the industry in the light 
of political and economic developments. It is sometimes possible, 
for example, to secure the postponement of increases in import 
duties or to influence legislation which might otherwise adversely 
affect the British export effort. The services of the overseas repre- 
sentatives are sought, from time to time, for investigations into the 
incidence of damage to vehicles in transit and for investigations 
of the methods used in the handling of vehicles overseas. They must 
also keep in close touch with overseas local distributors and dealers 
and factory representatives, assisting members wherever possible 
with their individual problems. It is the representatives’ duty to 
promote the exports of the industry by all reasonable means. 
This may involve them in press and public relations activities on 
behalf of the industry or it may mean influencing government 
transport departments so that their specifications will favour British 
manufacturers! 

The Overseas Department of the Society, under the direction of 
the British Manufacturers’ Section Committee, deals with the export 
problems of the industry as a whole, in addition to helping mem- 
bers with their individual difficulties. To assist the British Manufac- 
turers’ Section Committee, there are three expert advisory Com- 
mittees dealing specifically with questions relating to the export of 
motor vehicles, components, accessories and transport service equip- 
ment and tractors. In addition there is a Shipping Committee 
which is concerned with the problem of transporting these products 
to all parts of the world. 

At the same time, the permanent staff of the Overseas Depart- 
ment keep in regular and close touch with Departments of the 
Government, especially the Board of Trade, and prepare the 
requisite briefs on behalf of the industry for use in their bilateral 
trade talks with foreign Governments. In recent years, many Tariff 
Board Inquiries have been held in countries such as Australia 
and South Africa. Where the interests of British Manufacturers 
have been involved the Overseas Department have prepared cases 
which have been put forward by the overseas representatives. A 
Customs Tariff Service is operated by the Department to keep 
members informed on the rates of import duty and import regula- 
tions currently in force in overseas territories. The Department 
issues weekly an Export Information News Sheet to interested 
members of the British Manufacturers’ Section. This is a confiden- 
tial bulletin containing a miscellany of news items of interest to 
exporting members. Reports by the representatives on their respec- 
tive overseas territories are also published regularly with the News 
Sheet. In addition, the Buyers’ Guide to the Motor Industry of 
Great Britain is published annually by the Department. This pub- 
lication is a classified directory of the Motor Vehicle and allied 
products manufactured in the United Kingdom by members of the 
Society and although it is available in this country, the main object 
is to assist overseas buyers and so encourage British exports, It 
has a world-wide distribution which includes all the Commercial 
Departments of our Embassies throughout the world. In addition 
to the English version, the Guide is published in French, German 
and Spanish. 

One of the major activities of the Society is, of course, the 
organization of the International Motor Show and the (biennial) 
Commercial Vehicle Exhibition which are held at Earls Court. 
Since the war, the emphasis has naturally been on export and over 
20,000 invitations to the Shows have been sent out annually to 
members of the motor trade and Government officials in all parts 
of the world. Overseas visitors to these Shows are accorded special 
treatment by the members of the Overseas Department and on pro- 
duction of their passports, they are given free admission and, in 
the case of overseas buyers, a free copy of the catalogue and the 
“Buyers’ Guide to the Motor Industry” and a badge which com- 
maads special attention on the stands. They also have the exclusive 
use of a comfortable lounge and a staff of interpreters.

One of the major factors vital to the success of the industry's 
export business is the economic and efficient shipping and overland 
transport of the products of the industry. The Society plays a 
notable part in solving the problems which arise in moving cars, 
commercial vehicles, tractors, trailers, caravans and spares to all 
parts of the world. It has already been stated that these problems 
are the special concern of the Shipping Committee and the work 
of this Committee is co-ordinated by the Society’s Shipping 
Secretary. 


Negotiations with the liner conferences and individual shipowners 
carried out through the Society’s Shipping Committee have led to 
reduction in freight rates to many markets over the years, and total 
savings in costs of delivery of exports represent a substantial sum, 
especially when seen against the background of generally rising 
costs and increases in Conference Lines’ freight rates. 


Members of the Society make use of another service which is 
directed largely at export markets. This service is provided by the 
Press and Public Relations Department and at the Society’s offices 
information from all sections of the industry is collected and used 
to provide a regular flow of news items, feature articles and photo- 
graphs which are distributed to all parts of the world. 


This material also goes to the B.B.C. External Services and the 
Central Office of Information for further distribution over their 
specialized networks. 


In addition, certain markets are selected for special attention and 
the Society employs a local press representative in East Africa 
and in each of the thirteen major markets in Europe. These men 
have a close knowledge of how the Press works in their own 
countries, and a thorough understanding of the needs of each 
different type of journal. They are in a position to establish the 
personal contact, which is so essential, between the Society and 
correspondents in their countries, to edit and distribute press 
material among newspapers and magazines, radio and television 
Stations, to answer queries, and to collect evidence of the progress 
of the Society’s public relations activities. 


As a means of obtaining further publicity, but primarily in order 
to establish closer contact between the industry and the corres- 
pondents who handle this kind of material in the course of their 
work, overseas journalists from these special territories are invited 
to Britain as guests of the Society either singly or in groups, to 
tour factories and to see the co-operative research and development 
which is carried out at the Motor Industry Research Association. 
The goodwill, mutual understanding and sound personal relations 
created by these tours are enormous. 


Naturally the work of the Departments overlap to some extent 
and no report on the overseas activities of the Society would be 
complete without reference to the work of the Standards and 
Technical Department and the Statistical Department. As long ago 
as 1913, the Society took steps to establish an international organ- 
ization for the control of motor exhibitions and in 1919 the Bureau 
Permanent International des Constructeurs d’Automobiles was 
formed in Paris. In addition to the United Kingdom, the countries 
represented included France, Belgium, Italy and the United States. 
Since those days, the scope of the Bureau Permanent has widened 
and it has become an international society of motor manufacturers 
with its own Technical Committee which co-ordinates the view- 
points of the manufacturers on legislation and technical matters.

The Manager of the Standards and Technical Department, who 
is a member of the Bureau Permanent Technical Committee, has 
the special responsibility of keeping abreast of proposed technical 
regulations in overseas territories. Records of existing overseas Con- 
struction and Use Regulations are maintained by the Statistical 
Department, who also provide members with statistics on other 
aspects of the world’s motor vehicles and allied products. By 
keeping British Manufacturers informed of the possible trend of 
overseas regulations, the Society helps the industry to cater for 
its export markets. The S.M.M.T. is also represented on Bureau 
Permanent delegations which attend meetings of the E.C.E. Work- 
ing Party on the Construction of Vehicles. The E.C.E. Working 
Party, which functions under the United Nations, does not make 
regulations, but prepares recommendations to supplement the 
Geneva Convention of 1949. These recommendations are, however, 
frequently incorporated into National legislation by member 
countries. The Society is also represented, through the British 
Standards Institution, at meetings of the International Organiza- 
tion for Standardization. 


Whether by good liaison work or by overseas representation, the 
Society maintains close contact with a great many organizations 
and Government Departments in its endeavours to promote and 
protect the motor industry both at home and abroad. One of its 
most striking features is the fact that, from its inception, it has 
consistently kept itself abreast of the changing pattern of world 
markets. Its development and ever-broadening field of activities 
have, over the years, been in step with the industry itself, an 
industry which has become Britain’s largest exporter and earner of 
vital foreign exchange.

Export Assistance Register Published 


DIRECTORS OF more than 500 companies who have asked for export 
guidance received a copy of Britain’s first-ever ‘Export Assistance 
Register’ on July 11. 

The Register, published by the Institute of Directors’ Export Action 
Now Committee, is compiled from answers to a questionnaire sent to 
the Institute’s 37,000 members asking if their companies needed help 
to begin selling overseas or, alternatively, were able and prepared to 
give it, 
~ Listed in the Register are some 600 companies - manufacturing more 
than 500 different main categories of goods —- who have offered export 
assistance to non-competing concerns. These companies have under- 
taken to give free export help and guidance of a general nature 


although specific propositions will be a matter for individual arrange- 
ment between the companies concerned. 


The Register is set out in such a way that directors of firms seeking 
help can choose a ‘guide’ company, either by product or location, 
or can approach a company with specialist experience of a particular 
territory overseas. The names of the firms who have asked for help 
will be kept confidential and it will be for them to select from the 
Register the company they think can most appropriately help them.

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Study the Market — Find a Want -—and Satisfy It 


[IT IS INTERESTING to record the achievements in the Export 
field of Spooner Industries Limited, which was converted into a 
Public Company some eighteeen months ago and has its head- 
quarters in the dormitory town of Ilkley in Yorkshire. This company 
has two main subsidiaries, The Spooner Dryer and Engineering 
Company Limited, which specializes in the provision of Drying 
and Finishing Machinery for use particularly in the paper-making, 
textile, fibre and leatherboard, welding rod and plastics industries 
and Spooner Food Machinery Engineering Company Limited, which 


supplies baking and drying ovens and ancillary equipment for use 
by the Food industry. 


The original company. The Spooner Dryer and Engineering Com- 
pany Limited, was founded by Mr. W. W. Spooner some thirty years 
ago. It was brought into being in the outcome of a programme of 
fundamental research which he had then conducted into problems 
of heat transfer. The basic concepts which Mr. Spooner applied 
originally to textile drying developed through the years into heat 
transference for all purposes and applications within virtually every 
industry, many of which were never in mind at the inception. As the 
business grew it was recognized that the approach to food baking 
problems demanded separate technical study and, as a result, the 
Food company was formed in 1947 to adapt Spooner systems to 
the requirements in this field. 


To build up such a wide technical range of products as that 
catered for by Spooners, has demanded careful study of production 
processes in many industries coupled with a ready ability to 
recognize potential applications. The possible outlets once dis- 
covered have required a steady flow of good basic ideas, ordered 
research programmes and technical development skill of the highest 
order, backed by quality manufacture, to evolve machines capable 
of satisfying very precise requirements. The company maintains a 
relatively large department to carry out both fundamental research 
on scientific principles and development work associated with the 
processing of sample materials provided by prospective customers. 

It is not surprising that in the early years the emphasis on Spooner 
sales was directed towards the home market as the proving ground 
for its new developments, although some sales were procured before 
the war for textile processing machinery both in Europe and 
Australia. 

Over the last decade both sides of the Spooner organization have 
pursued an extremely active export policy without neglecting in any 
way the vital home market. As a result of this the percentage of 
exports has been brought up from a nominal figure to its current 
level of 40 per cent. of total turnover. 


How has this been achieved? Mr. W. W. Spooner, the Chairman 
and Managing Director of Spooner Industries, who even though in 
his eightieth year still takes an active part in all the facets of the 
organization he founded, sums this up very simply by saying ‘study 
the market — find a want — and satisfy it’. This is the creed that he 
has passed down to his executive team, Mr. W. Broughton, who is 
his deputy and also Managing Director of the Food company, Mr. 
M. D. Jepson, the sales director, Mr. A. B. Rooks, the commercial 
director and Mr. N. Scrouther, the production director. Never a 
week passes but at least one of this team is journeying abroad in 
an effort to widen the sales drive. 


Market studies are invariably carried out during the course of 
special visits paid by one of the executive directors. Once a favour- 
able evaluation of potential in an overseas market has been made 
the first step taken is the appointment by personal contact of a 
suitable agent. Such appointments have regard to the agent’s inti- 
mate knowledge of the industry it is sought to serve, and the tech- 
nical nature of the selling effort. Wherever possible the agent is 
brought over to this country to visit the works and gain a firsthand 
detailed knowledge of the products. 


Mr. Spooner enlarged on his views by saying, “We require our 
agents to maintain a close liaison with the trades we serve and to 
handle expeditiously all enquiries which are directed to them. We 
expect them to be able to negotiate the smaller contracts themselves 
but on large projects we invariably arrange for them to be supported

by one of our headquarters’ staff during the final discussions prior 
to the placing of the order. We try whenever possible to assist the 
agents’ sales efforts in a country by giving lectures and/or reading 
papers before the appropriate technical associations or institutions 
concerned with particular industries. From very early years I 
recognized that this latter device was one of the best ways of putting 
across new ideas to an industry. Under the aegis of Mr. M. D. 
Jepson this technique has been greatly developed and in recent times 
Mr. Jepson has read papers in Germany, France, Switzerland and 
Eastern Europe, dealing with the paper-making industry, which 
have come to be recognized virtually as standard works in that 
industry. We encourage all our staff to read papers from time to 
time and this policy has undoubtedly paid its dividends. In addition 
to the above we normally hold about two agents’ conferences per 
year, when all our overseas agents attend to discuss any problems 


‘which have arisen, tour the works and be given the latest informa- 


tion on new developments and improvements on existing machinery. 


‘It is our policy and practice when the trade in any overseas area 
builds up to a requisite level to domicile one of our own trained 
staff in the country to work in close conjunction with the agent. 


‘So much for our approach to market study and the development 
of an organization to ascertain the wants of the range of industries 
we serve. And now how about satisfying the want? The first step is, 
of course, to convince the potential customer that all his technical 
requirements are capable of being met and that our machines are 
the right ones for his particular application. To succeed in this you 
must hold the absolute conviction that the machine you are offering 
is the best of its kind in the world. 


‘You must sell with assurance and never be afraid of claiming to 
the full the proven capabilities of the machine concerned. A general 
criticism which we often encounter in America for example, is that 
the British are by nature cautious and tend to understate, often fo 
their disadvantage, their realistic claims and achievements. 

‘Experience has taught us that we must always be prepared to 
adapt and amend our products as may be necessary to meet local 
customs and requirements — be it by way of adoption of alternative 
materials, unified screw threads or electrical and burner equipment 
etc., purchased within the export country itself —- or by reason- 
able adjustment of the terms of sale. It is just not enough in these 
days of highly competitive overseas selling to think slavishly in 
terms of offering machines to the exact standards sold in England. 


‘You must always be ready also to quote in direct line with the 
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Study the Market (Continued) 


offers put forward by local people, even though this may involve 
the complete erection of machines in overseas premises and the pro- 
viston of the services of engineers to instruct the customer’s own 
personnel in the intelligent use of such machines. We have even 
found it necessary on many occasions to afford a degree of consult- 


ancy service in re-organizations consequent upon the installation of 
one of our machines. 


‘It is of paramount importance to quote delivery dates and to 
ensure that these are always maintained. This aspect more than any 
other has militated against British manufactures in many overseas 
markets. 


‘One’s responsibility as an exporter does not end at the comple- 
tion of an installation. It is necessary to take steps to provide a high 
quality of after sales service and to ensure that spare parts are 
readily available even if this entails special air transport. We our- 
selves are always conscious of the fact that we serve industries 
catering for a large number of consumers where avoidance of 
out-of-production periods of long duration is imperative. 


‘Breaking into export markets demands team work of the highest 
order. The prime requirement for success is unremitting hard 
work — hard work in perfecting the product to suit the market, hard 
work in the form of resolute selling, which often involves long and 
patient hours spent in negotiation, hard work in organizing 
resources to maintain delivery commitments, scheduling installation 
programmes and providing adequate after-sales services — but in the 
sum of all these efforts the ultimate achievements can be infinitely 
rewarding. It is no job for the timorous, nor for those who expect 
successes overnight. There are often disappointments on the way 
which you have to take in your stride. On many occasions, however, 
disappointments, which lead to a timely and critical analysis of 
reasons for setbacks and a re-doubling of effort, prove but stepping 
stones to far greater achievements. 


‘We at Spooners take great pride in the progress we have made 
overseas and it can be truly said that in our case exporting has 
been fun.’ 


Mr. Spooner’s formulae, as outlined above, have led to successful 
installations in most major countries on the Continents of Europe 
and Asia, Africa, the Americas and Australasia. 

Sales offices have been opened in Austria and Sweden, subsidiary 
Selling companies have been formed in Canada and America, and 
a manufacturing and selling subsidiary is maintained in South Africa. 


The current objective of the organization is to increase its export 
percentage to 50 per cent. of total turnover and judging by its 
achievements in the past this target is well capable of achievement. 


To cope with the expanding volume of manufacture, the Food 
Machinery Company have recently occupied new premises at White 
Cross, Guiseley, near Leeds and the Dryer Company have built a 
substantial extension to their Works at Ilkley, which was opened on 
July 14 by Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade. 


Importance of Increased Exports 


Paying tribute to the work done by Spooner Industries in furthering 
the Nation’s export effort, Mr. Erroll said: ‘Our future as a nation 
depends upon adapting ourselves so that we can play our part in a 
developing world. It had been a pleasure to hear from the Company’s 
management about the vigorous way in which overseas trade was being 
pursued by them over a wide coverage of markets.’ 


Continuing the Minister said: “The Government have been conduct- 
ing a publicity campaign to stimulate interest in exports and to bring 
home to everyone the tremendous imporiance of increasing our export 
trade. Alchough the occasion which has brought us together today is 
in itself evidence that one sector of the community is export conscious 
to a high degree. 

‘T would like to emphasize that the whole of the economy is involved 
in exporting, and not merely the firms who are exporting directly. 
Although the firm at the point of sale to the overseas customer has a 
vital part to play, and indeed without it the export sale would not take 
place, nevertheless such firms depend for much of their materials, and 
components on firms further back in the chain who may not themselves 
play any direct part in export business. Here I would put in a plea to 
all concerned at any point in the export chain. I want to stress the 
importance which should be attached to the prompt delivery of supplies 
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and products. Immense harm can be done by failure to deliver to our 
customers overseas by the promised date. It is not only a question of 
risking a particular order, or even of jeopardizing repeat orders. from 
the disappointed customers. The general reputation of the United 
Kingdom as a reliable supplier can easily be damaged by the failure 
of individual firms,’ he added. 


Mr. Erroll stressed that the business of running industry and 
producing machinery, and going out and selling was not the Govern- 
ment’s. We had to look to the managements of all the country’s enter- 
prises for the pursuit of efficient and greater productivity in the interests 
of their work people, their shareholders and the nation. ‘I am sure that 
you, Mr. Spooner, would agree with me that it is the efficient, keen and 
vigorous management which is ever on the lookout for further ways of 
improvement in all fields connected with the production and sale of 
goods. We need alert and outward looking managements, confident 
of their ability to compete successfully with all rivals, and conscious 
of the fact thai, in the world we live in, the distinction between the 
home and export markets is fast disappearing. The pattern of world 
trade is changing and United Kingdom industry must follow the lead 
of managements who are adapting themselves to altered conditions. 
The less-developed countries will no longer be content to buy from us 
all the consumer goods they have bought in the past. They are intent 
upon expanding and modernizing their economies and they can be 
expected to buy as much machinery and capital equipment as they can 
afford, and to make for themselves at any rate the simpler kinds of 
consumer goods. But, with increasing specialization between industrial 
countries the exchange of highly complicated goods, machinery, 
components and so on between industrial countries can be expected to 
grow.” 


Mr. Macpherson on Board of Trade Advance 
Factory at Pembroke 


Speaking at the Foundation Stone Ceremony at the Board of Trade 
Advance Factory Site, Pembroke, on July 14, Mr. Niall M , 
Parliamentary Secretary, said that this was one of three being built at 
present. 


‘The object of an advance factory is primarily to enable us to say 
to an industrialist who needs accommodation urgently: “Here is a 
factory all ready in a place to which we are particularly anxious 
industry should come,”’’ Mr. Macpherson said: ‘If we can let it before 
the factory is completed, so much the better. At any rate we need not 
worry if there is no tenant in view today when the foundation stone is 
being laid.’ 

What was certain was that the outstanding success of the Govern- 
ment’s policy in South Wales would make it easier to find a tenant. 


' ‘It is not so long since your neighbours in South Wales felt grave 
anxiety about employment prospects in the area. Last month the 
number of unemployed in South Wales fell below 2 per cent. In the 
valleys progress has been such that on June 29 Mr. Maudling was able 
to announce that no more applications for assistance under the Local 
Employment Act would be considered except for the Rhondda in the 
East and for Ammanford and Garnant in the West: in other words 
there is no longer high unemployment in the area. Indeed it has been 
possible to remove Llanelly entirely from the list of Development 
Districts. South Wales is certainly a depressed area no more; it would 
be truer to say that it is exuberantly bounding forward. 


‘Of course, there will always be firms closing down as well as firms 
opening. But if the trend is in the right direction, we need not worry 
unduly about that. What is much more likely to cause worry is that we 
may find there are not too few jobs, but too few men. 


“This transformation in the outlook has not come about accidentally. 
The financial assistance offered by the Board of Trade to firms in South 
Wales has exceeded £2 million in the past 15 months. Twenty-two new 
factories or extensions to be built by the Board of Trade have been 
approved in that period, with a total floor area of over 862,000 sq. ft.’ 

“Now that it looks as if the South Wales problem is on a fair way to 


the solution, the prospects for your area here are undoubtedly better,” 
Mr. Macpherson said.

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Don’t Hide Your Goods From The U.S. Importer 


SPEAKING to a combined meeting of the American and Canadian 
sections of the London Chamber of Commerce on July 13, Mr. F. J. 
Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, said that in the United States 
he was particularly impressed by the attitude of executives of 
departmental stores towards displays of British goods. Past experience 
had shown them that the idea of a particular ‘country week’ not only 
resulted in immediate increased sales but that increases continued long 
after the particular week had finished. 


The Minister said: ‘People are apt to think that, because the United 
States is a vast country with ability to be self-sufficient, there is no 
place for our specialized plant and machinery. This is not so; we have 
special skills just as the Americans have, and there are many things 
which we make for which there is demand in North America because 
an identical machine is not available there. In one factory I went 
round the newest arrival was a specialized British machine for which 
there was no counterpart in the United States. Another field in which 
we have done quite well, but in which there are many more oppor- 
tunities is in the supply of components and specialized assemblies for 
incorporation into American products. Already car springs are made 
in this country for incorporation in American cars. Transmission gears, 
counters, barometer movements are further examples of where we are 
already supplying a component for incorporation in a finished product. 
This, however, requires active selling and orders can be retained often 
just because the salesman happens to be on the spot at the right time. 
Our commercial officers overseas keep their eyes and their ears open 
but they do not profess to be technical experts, and there are, therefore, 
many opportunities available which they might miss. But they can 
always put the visiting British salesman in touch with the right people.’ 


Continuing, he said: ‘If you do decide to go into the North American 
market it is essential to bear in mind the fact that although they 
appreciate British quality which has after all never been called in 
question they do have thir own tastes. Therefore, you must be prepared 
to serve those tastes. I think that one example will suffice here. British 
open sports cars, which have retained their popularity and appeal 
despite the difficulties which the medium range cars are facing, are 
required in the Minneapolis area in the Spring when the sun is shining 
and not in the Autumn when the snow is starting to fall. I know that 
our manufacturers, despite difficulties with shipping programmes, etc., 
do their best to arrange this. Whilst I have only quoted the example 
of cars there are, of course, similar considerations in all other goods. 
This problem of serving the market is one for industry themselves. 
The Government can help you with advice and our posts overseas, 
together with Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade, are able 
to answer many questions and even if they cannot always produce a 
full answer, they may at least be able to help you in reaching the 
correct decision.’ 


Referring to his ‘short tour of Canada,’ the Minister said that in the 
two Prairie Provinces he found that there was a genuine desire for 
British goods. Of course, there were criticisms as well, but over the 
whole field the Canadians he met certainly gave him the impression 
that they would be glad to see an increase in imports from Britain. 
Large departmental stores offered scope for consumer goods and 
specialized machinery was still required. In Saskatoon for example, 
they had just ordered a new British printing press for the local 
newspaper. ‘In the capital goods field there must be plenty of 
opportunities with mining developments and hydro-electric projects 
which are taking place. I was shown a model of a complete township 
being built in the north of Manitoba — the township of Thompson. 
With a development such as this it would take a lot to convince me 
that there were no opportunities for enterprising British exporters, but 
the story I heard was a little depressing.’ 


Concluding he said he was convinced that both countries were only 
too willing to see an increase in imports from the United Kingdom. 
Certainly all the people he met, and in three weeks one could meet 
quite a large number, were genuinely friendly and welcomed him 
warmly. ‘Since the whole of our future livelihood depends on increasing 
our exports, I make no apology for urging every firm to see what part 
it can play, and I cannot do better than pass on to you a tip which was 
addressed to me in a Chicago newspaper article after my visit there. 
This read: 

““Americans might want to buy some of that quality British 
merchandise which you boast of — but how are they going to be 
placed into a position to do just that if you conceal them from our 
importers.” ’ 3 
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Anglo-Soviet Trade Relations 


THE FOLLOWING joint communique on Anglo-Soviet trade relations 
was issued on Tuesday: 

‘During his visit to the United Kingdom to open the Soviet Industrial 
Exhibition, the Minister of Foreign Trade of the U.S.S.R., Mr. N. S. 
Patolichev, has had a number of discussions about Anglo-Soviet 
trade relations with the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Reginald 
Maudling. 

‘These discussions took place in accordance with an understanding 
recorded in the joint Anglo-Soviet communique issued in Moscow on 
June 2 at the conclusion of Mr. Maudling’s visit to the Soviet Union. 

‘The recent discussions, which took place in an atmosphere of 
cordiality and mutual understanding, made possible an exchange of 
views on a number of matters affecting the further development of 
trade between the two countries. 

‘The Ministers welcomed the success of the recent British Trade Fair 
in Moscow and took note that a substantial volume of Soviet orders 
for British goods had been placed on that occasion. They also noted 
with satisfaction the opening of the Soviet Exhibition in London. 
They expressed confidence that this exhibition would be equally 
successful and would lead to substantial British orders for Soviet 
goods. The Ministers were agreed that these two exhibitions had an 
important part to play in broadening the base of commercial relations 
between the two countries on which the further development of trade 
depends. 

‘The Ministers reviewed the progress made since their meetings in 
Moscow in pursuing the objectives mentioned in the joint communique 
of June 2. Mr. Maudling stated that he had initiated consultations 
with a number of industries in this country about the possibility of the 
conclusion of long term contracts for the supply of Soviet goods to the 
United Kingdom. Mr. Patolichev took note of Mr. Maudling’s state- 
ment that these consultations would be continued. 

‘It was agreed that the negotiations for a Treaty of Commerce and 
Navigation which have been taking place in accordance with Article 8 
of the Five Year Trade Agreement would be resumed in London at 
the end of this year or early in 1962. 

‘The Ministers examined problems connected with commercial 
relations between the two countries in the light of the Five Year Trade 
Agreement of May 1959. They were agreed that it was appropriate to 
take further steps to increase trade between the United Kingdom and 
the Soviet Union. 

‘It was also agreed that in case any difficulty were to arise in respect 
of this trade representatives of the two countries should meet whenever 
it might be necessary to overcome the difficulty and to create more 
favourable conditions for the development of trade.’ 


Mr. Maudling Stresses Need for Forward Look 


MR REGINALD MAUDLING, the President of the Board of Trade, 
opening a new electronics plant on Monday, said that in the next week 
or two there would have to be some thinking about the cost of our 
economy, and that the approach must be on a more scientific and 
technical basis. Research development, he said, was the only possible 
basis for a prosperous Britain. 

The President went on: ‘In the past we have tended, and I think 
still tend, to delay adapting ourselves to changes in world markets. 
We must concentrate more and more in giving the maximum 
opportunity and encouragement to the forward-looking firms, the 
most forward-looking industries and the most forward-looking people. 
Only in that way can we seize our opportunities which are available 
to us On an immense scale.’ 

Mr. Maudling was officially opening the Solartron Electronic 
Group’s new administrative, research, development and electronics 
manufacturing centre at Farnborough, Hampshire. He congratulated 
the company on this new addition to its productive and research 
departments, and also on its enterprise in trying out new markets in 
many parts of the world. ‘New markets,’ said the President, ‘sometimes 
produce very remarkable and profitable results if they are exploited 
with the energy and imagination which you have shown.’ 

Though it has been operational for only a few weeks, the new plant 
is already producing goods for export at a rate estimated to be worth 
£2 million a year. By way of example, Mr. J. E. Bolton, the company’s 
managing director, told those at Monday’s ceremony that, as a result 
of a recent selling tour in Poland and Hungary, firm orders had been 
received at the Farnborough plant to the value of £26,000, and others 
worth £176,000 were under negotiation.

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Weights and Measures (No. 2) Bill Published 
THE WEIGHTS and Measures (No. 2) Bill was published on July 18. 
The explanatory memorandum lists the main changes or new matter 
in this revision of the Bill brought from the House of Lords on 
February 13. Those likely to be of most interest are as follows: 


Part Il — Weighing and Measuring for Trade 

Clause 10 (7) has been added to provide for a changeover to the use 
of metric units by pharmacists while leaving doctors free to continue 
to prescribe in terms of apothecary units. 

Formerly Clause IT required all weighing and measuring equipment 
in use for trade to be tested and stamped by an inspector, subject only 
to the specific exemptions in Clause 18 (3) and the Board of Trade’s 
power in Clause 18 (4) to alter the exemptions by regulation. Under 
existing law, all weights and measures and weighing equipment in use 
for trade has to be so tested, but only a small range of measuring 
equipment (mainly petrol pumps): and it became clear that the 
nec€ssary instructions for testing all classes of measuring equipment 
other than those exempted could not be issued in time for Clause II 
to operate smoothly. Accordingly, the requirements as to testing and 
stamping will now apply under Clause II only to such classes of equip- 
ment as are prescribed under regulations. These regulations will apply 
initially to all those classes covered under existing law, so that there 
is no diminution in the protection afforded to consumer and to traders, 
and will be extended to other classes of measuring equipment as and 
when the need arises. Clause 18 has therefore disappeared, there 
being no intention of covering the equipment formerly exempted under 
it from the general requirement. 

Clause 14 now enables the Board to prescribe by regulation what 
abbreviations of the units of weight and measure may be lawfully 
used. Formerly, these abbreviations were set out in a Schedule, which 
has now disappeared. The aim is still to protect the public from, for 
example, misleading abbreviations on packed goods; but the new 
procedure will give greater flexibility. 


Part IV — The Provisions about Commodities 


Clause 21 now includes a specific order-making power to require 
vending machines to display on the outside a statement of the quantity 
of each article which can be bought from them. This requirement can 
be applied case by case, as this method of sale develops for various 
classes of goods; and, in paragraph 4, of the Sixth Schedule, it has 
already been applied to sales of solid fuel from such machines. 

In Clause 23, the requirement that written statements of quantity 
should accompany all goods sold at retail by weight, measure or 
number when they are being delivered to the buyer has been altered 
so as merely to require that the statement should reach the buyer at 
or before delivery of the goods to him. This is to meet difficulties which 
would otherwise have been caused to the highly-mechanized despatch- 
ing and invoicing arrangements of certain classes of stores; but it will 
still give the buyer the opportunity of checking the quantity of goods 
against a written statement when he receives 

Under Clause 25, traders will no longer be required to prove that they 
checked the quantity of goods before being able to plead as a defence 
a Warranty given by another person in Great Britain. 


Clause 33 now defines what is meant by ‘selling by quantity’ and 
specifies that any requirements under the Bill to make the quantity 
of goods known to the buyer shall be satisfied if the seller provides 
suitable equipment by which the buyer can check the quantity himself. 
This latter provision should particularly assist self-service stores 
selling highly-evaporable goods. 

On the particular commodities covered by the Fourth to Eighth 
Schedules: 


Fourth Schedule 


(a) Part I. Because of evaporation losses it would be difficult to 
develop trade in joints of meat pre-packed overseas (e.g. in 
Commonwealth countries) if the joints had to be marked with 
their weight before importation. To facilitate such trade the 
packs are no longer required to be marked with the quantity, 
provided the quantity is made known to the buyer before he 
pays for or takes possession of the goods. 

(b) Parts VIII and LX now preserve the requirement under existing 
law that all dried fruits and vegetables, pulses and flour and 
flour products should be prepacked in specified quantities 
only. 
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Sixth Schedule 


(c) Solid fuel in quantities of under 60 Ibs. is no longer required 
to be sold only in specified quantities when it is made up in a 
sealed bag marked with the actual quantity or when sold from 
a vending machine which states the quantity on the outside. 


Seventh Schedule 


(d) Part V now requires a wide range of prepacked perfumery 
and toilet preparations to be marked with their quantity. 
(ce) Part X now requires antifreeze liquids and linseed oil to be sold 
in terms of capacity measurement. 
Eighth Schedule 


(f) The Schedule no longer covers mixtures containing only a 
small amount of ‘Scheduled’ goods. Where ‘Scheduled’ goods 
are sold in aerosol form, the pack must state either the quantity, 
by weight or measure as appropriate, of the active ingredient 
or the total weight of this ingredient plus the propellant. 


Parts V and VI — Local Administration, and General Provisions 


Clause 34 now enables the Board of Trade to defer the date by 
which it must decide whether a local authority shall lose the weights 
and measures function. This will be useful in cases where a non-county 
borough’s case to retain responsibility for weights and measures 
appears likely to turn on the result of a County Review under the 
Local Government Act, 1958. 


Clause 61 permits the continued use of customary trade units of 
weight or measure which are not included in the First Schedule, 
provided they are not used in retail sales or in sales covered by specific 
provisions in the Bill. 

NOTE 

A copy of a Note describing more fully the purpose and contents 
of the Bill as a whole was issued when the original Bill was published 
on November 1, 1960.

The purpose of the Orders, which require to be approved by resolu- 
tion of each House, is to confirm and thereby bring into effect supple- 
mentary re-organization schemes for the various sections of the cotton 
Industry. These supplementary schemes, which are set out in the 
Schedules to the respective Orders, have been prepared by the Cotton 
Board under Section 1 of the Cotton Industry Act, 1959. They vary the 
original schemes on one minor point, namely to provide, as was 
envisaged under the 1959 Act, that the administrative expenses 
incurred by the Cotton Board in connection with re-equipment grants 
in any section of the industry should be met out of the levies which are 
being charged under the original schemes on persons carrying on 
business in the respective sections. Subject to the approval of 
Parliament the present schemes are expected to come into operation on 
August 7, 1961. 


The original schemes for the spinning, doubling and weaving 
sections came into operation on July 30, 1959, and for the finishing 
sections on August 1, 1960.

This Order provides for drawback of customs or excise duty paid 
in respect of hydrocarbon oil used as a solvent in the manufacture 
of cellulose acetate of a specified kind and of articles made wholly 
or mainly of such cellulose acetate. 


The Order came into operation on July 15, 1961, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1961, No. 1300. 


Purchase Tax of Antiseptics and Disinfectants 


THE COMMISSIONERS of Customs and Excise announced on July 11 
that they have reviewed the liability to purchase tax of antiseptics and 
disinfectants. 


They have decided that such a product is within the scope of Group 32 
or Group 33 of the tax Schedule if it is described as an antiseptic or 
as a general purpose germicide, or if the label, literature, or any form 
of advertisement of the product includes references to its suitability for 
use as an antiseptic gargle or mouthwash, or for any other toilet or 
medicinal purpose. 

To allow manufacturers of disinfectants time to make any altera- 
tions that they wish in their marketing arrangements, the Commis- 
sioners have agreed with the trade association concerned that this 
decision will not operate until January 1, 1962.

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Retail Trade Less Active in June 


PROVISIONAL INDICATIONS are that retail trade was not 
as buoyant in June as it has been in recent months. After allowing 
for seasonal factors (including the position in the calendar of Whit- 
sun) the index of the value of total sales was probably between 
(13 and 114 compared with 115 in each of the previous three 
months. It is particularly difficult at the present time to assess the 
index precisely at the provisional stage but it is unlikely that the 
tinal estimate will be higher than 114 or below 113. It seems clear, 
therefore, that there was some easing from the high level of trade 
in earlier months, although, as always, too much should not be 
read into the figures for an individual month. Less active trading 
»y food shops seems to have accounted for much of the decrease 
in June. For the second quarter as a whole the index is provision- 
ally estimated at 114 compared with 113 in the first quarter and 112 
in the final quarter of last year. 


Compared with a year earlier the increase in June (between | 
and 2 per cent.) was smaller than that in May (4 per cent.) but the 
relative position of Whitsun in the two years will have accounted 
for part at least of this difference. Increases in prices more than 
accounted for the increase in the value of sales on a year earlier in 
June.

Middle East Background Course 


THE MIDDLE EAST Centre for Arab Studies (under the aegis of the 
Foreign Office) plan to hold their seventh Background Course on the 
Middle East from November 6 to 10, 1961, at Shemlan in the Lebanon 
(some twenty kilometres by good road from Beirut).

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Sales by Wholesale Textile Houses in May 


SALES by wholesale textile houses in May were 7 per cent. below 
the level of a year earlier compared with a decrease of 6 per cent. 
in April and an increase of 10 per cent. in March. Comparisons on 
a year earlier are, however, made difficult by the varying dates of 
Easter and Whitsun in the two years. 


The value of stocks held by wholesale textile houses at the end 


of May was 13 per cent. higher than a year earlier, an increase 
greater than in any previous month of the year.

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Increase in Capital Expenditure in the First Quarter of 1961 


FINAL ESTIMATES for the first quarter of 1961 confirm that the 
capital expenditure of manufacturing industry, seasonally adjusted at 
average 1954 prices, was some 6 per cent. higher than in the fourth 
quarter of 1960. In contrast, expenditure by ‘other industries and 
services, also seasonally adjusted at 1954 prices, was 2 per cent., 
lower than in the previous quarter. Taken together these two broad 
groups of industry showed an increase in expenditure, in the first 
quarter of 1961 compared with the final quarter of 1960, of 2 per cent., 
seasonally adjusted at 1954 prices. By comparison with the first quarter 
of last year, these two broad groups of industry showed a combined 
increase in expenditure of 13 per cent. at current prices and 10 per cent. 
at 1954 prices (not seasonally adjusted). These final estimates are 
broadly in line with the provisional estimates published in the Board of 
Trade Journal of June 16, 1961. 


Manufacturing Industry 


Final estimates for the first quarter of 1961 show that total expen- 
diture by manufacturing industry, at current prices, was £275 million, 
or some 24 per cent. higher than in the same quarter of 1960, with 
expenditure on building work up 26 per cent., on plant and machinery 
up 24 per cent. and on vehicles up 11 per cent. The volume of fixed 
capital expenditure by manufacturing industry (at 1954 prices) was 
£220 million, or 20 per cent. higher in the first quarter of 1961 than 
in the same period of 1960 — following an increase of 19 per cent. 


(over a year previously) in the fourth quarter of 1960. After seasonal 
adjustment this volume figure (at 1954 prices) amounted to some 
£232 million —a level nearly 6 per cent. above that for the fourth 


quarter of 1960 (which had been about 2 per cent. below the third 
quarter level). 


More than half of the increase, over a year earlier, in these expendi- 
ture figures, at current prices, was attributable to developments in the 
metals and vehicles groups of industries. As may be seen from Table 3, 
expenditure in the iron and steel industry alone was £20 million 
higher than in the same quarter of 1960; the comparable increases in 
the vehicles, chemicals, engineering and textiles groups of industries 
were £7-3, £6°8, £5-0 and £4-4 million, respectively. 

Other Industries and Services 


Final estimates of total capital expenditure by ‘other industries and 
services’ in the first quarter of 1961 show that instead of increasing 
slightly compared with the first quarter of 1960, as was provisionally 
estimated, expenditure was the same at current prices and 2 per cent. 
lower at 1954 prices. Expenditure on new building work was lower than 
in the first quarter of 1960 (8 per cent. at current prices) while expendi- 
ture on vehicles and plant and machinery was higher (3 per cent. and 
8 per cent. respectively). 


After allowing for seasonal factors, total expenditure at 1954 prices 
was 2 per cent. lower than in the fourth quarter of 1960.

Halt in Manufacturers’ Stockbuilding Confirmed 


REVISED ESTIMATES of the change in stocks during the first quarter 
of 1961 confirm that stockbuilding by manufacturers which had been 
increasing substantially during 1960 virtually ceased. Though there 
were fairly large increases in the level of stocks held by wholesalers and 
retailers the change in the total volume of industry’s stocks (estimated 
at £70 million at 1954 prices, seasonally adjusted) is smaller than in 
any recent quarter. These final estimates are almost exactly the same as 
the provisional estimates published in the Board of Trade Journal of 
June 16, 1961. 


Manufacturers’ Stocks 


Final estimates for the first quarter of 1961 show that the volume of 
stocks and work in progress for manufacturing industry (at 1954 
prices), after seasonal adjustment, rose by £11 million —- a very small 
change compared with the increases recorded in each quarter since the 
middle of 1959, indicating a halt in the substantial stock-building by 
manufacturing industries which occurred throughout 1960. This 
seasonally adjusted volume change is made up of a small reduction in 
the stocks of finished goods, offset largely by small rises both in 
work in progress and in stocks of materials and fuel. 


The increase in the stocks and work in progress of manufacturing 
industry, at book values, in the first quarter of 1961, is finally estimated 
to have amounted to some £102 million (compared with £107 million 
at the provisional stage). This represents a rise of about 2 per cent. 
which is smaller than in any quarter of 1960. The volume change (at 


1954 prices) in these stocks, before seasonal adjustment, produces a 
smaller increase (£60 million) than at book values, due mainly to a 
significant rise in the prices of a substantial number of commodities 
during the first quarter of the year; this volume increase was consider- 
ably lower than in any quarter of 1960. 


The detailed figures shown at Table 2 show that the increase (£60 
million) in the total volume of stocks and work in progress, at 1954 
prices not seasonally adjusted, was primarily due to a rise in the stocks 
of the textiles and clothing, food, drink and tobacco and ‘other 
manufactures’ groups of industries. The increase in the latter was mainly 
accountable to stock-building in the paper and printing industries. 
There was a heavy (and more than seasonal) fall in the stocks of 
finished goods held by the motor vehicle industry which was, however, 
substantially offset by a not inconsiderable (but wholly seasonal) rise 
in the stocks of the food, drink and tobacco group of industries. The 
rise in work in progress (up £17 million at 1954 prices, not seasonally 
adjusted) was almost all attributable to substantial increases in the 
mechanical and electrical engineering industries, largely offset as these 
on were by reductions in the work in progress of most other 
industries. 


Wholesalers’ Stocks 
The revised estimate for wholesalers’ stocks shows that the volume 


(at 1954 prices, seasonally adjusted) rose by £32 million, only slightly 
less than was provisionally estimated a month ago. The total volume

increase which is the largest in the present series both before and after 
seasonal adjustment, is made up of a substantial —- and widespread — 
increase in stocks held by wholesale distributors (Standard Industrial 
Classification, Minimum List Heading 810) and a slight increase in 
stocks held by dealers in industrial materials and machinery (M.L.H. 
832), partially offset by a fall in the volume of stocks held by dealers in

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Questions in Parliament 
Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry 
asked and answered in Parliament. 


Thursday July 13 


Trade Between U.S.S.R. and United Kingdom 


Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, was asked 
what steps he had taken, in connection with plans for increasing trade 
between the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics and the United 
Kingdom, to evaluate the adverse effect on various British industries 
of increasing the import into this country of low-priced Russian 
consumer goods; and what steps he proposed to take to consult such 
industries before concluding any new Anglo-Soviet trade agreement. 

Replying, Mr. Maudling said: ‘I have no reason to believe that 
imports of Soviet consumer goods, all of which are subject to quota, 
will have an adverse effect on British industries. Following the normal 
procedure, before new quotas are negotiated for the year 1962 industry 
will be consulted directly by my Department and through the Consulta- 
tive Committee for Industry.’ 


Wallpaper Supply for Monopolies Commission 

Asked what proposals he now had for the submission of further 
references to the Monopolies Commission, Mr. Maudling said that he 
proposed to refer to the Monopolies Commission for investigation and 
report the supply of wallpaper in the United Kingdom. 


Friday July 14 
Australian Tariffs on Flax Canvas 


Asked what representations he had received regarding the new 
Australian tariff rates on flax canvas imported from the United, 
Kingdom; and what replies he had sent, Mr. Maudling said: 


‘I have received representations from the Flax Spinners’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association of Great Britain about the incidence of these 
duties on flax canvas weighing over 20 ozs. per sq. yd. I am considering 
in the light of further information which I have received from the 
Association, whether any action would be appropriate.’ 


Monday July 17 
Hovercraft Development 


Asked the present position with regard to the hovercraft industry 
in this country, Mr. Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, 
said that the National Research Development Corporation had already 
announced that arrangements had been made with four firms to 
develop further prototypes, all of which would, he understood, be 
undergoing trials by the end of this year. 


International Cotton Textile Conference 


In reply to a question regarding the United Kingdom Government 
representatives at the international cotton textile conference in Geneva 
on July 17, Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, said: 


‘The United Kingdom delegation to this meeting of the contracting 
parties of the GATT will be led by Sir Edgar Cohen, our permanent 
delegate to the GATT, and will include officials from the Board of 
Trade and the Colonial Office, with representatives of the Government 
of Hong Kong.’ 


Tuesday July 18 
Exporters and [.D.C.s 


The President was asked whether applications from firms with a 
large and potentially growing export trade were given special considera- 
tion by the Board if they wished to obtain industrial development 
certificates to enable them to expand their factories and plant within 
the reasonable proximity of their existing premises; and what was the 
general policy in connection with the granting of such certificates 
when the withholding of them might affect adversely the increase 
of exports by the firms concerned. 


Mr. Reginald Maudling said in reply: ‘In determining an application 
for an industrial development certificate, all the circumstances are 
fully taken into account, including the company’s export trade. At 
the same time, we have to have regard to the needs of the development 
districts for additional employment and to the wider effects on the 
national economy of unrestricted expansion in areas of labour 
shortage.”

United Kingdom Loan for Rhodesia 


TALKS were held last week between Mr. Selwyn Lloyd, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, and Sir Donald MacIntyre, Minister of 
Finance in the Government of the Federation of Rhodesia and 
Nyasaland, in connection with the provision of loan funds for the 
Governments of the Federation and its three constituent Territories. 
The United Kingdom Government have agreed to make available to 
the Federal Government a Commonwealth Assistance Loan of 
£5 million, repayable over 20 years, for the purchase of United Kingdom 
goods and services. The purpose of this loan is to provide funds towards 


the development programmes of the Federal and Southern Rhodesian 
Governments over the next two years. 


Sir Donald also raised the question of the requirements of Northern 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland. Nyasaland’s deficit on capital account for 
1960/61 will be met by an Exchequer loan under the Colonial Develop- 
ment and Welfare Act. The United Kingdom Government are con- 
sidering further assistance under this Act towards Nyasaland’s deficit 
on capital account for 1961/62 and will consider the needs of Northern 
Rhodesia for similar assistance towards their development programme.

U.K.A.E’s. Exhibit at Moscow Biochemistry 
Congress 


THE United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority announce that 
‘Invaluable research tools available to biochemists the world over’ 
from their Radiochemical Centre at Amersham, will be exhibited at 
the Fifth International Congress of Biochemistry in Moscow from 
August 10 to 16. This Congress is held every three years and attended 
by several thousand of the world’s most distinguished biochemists. 


The announcement continues: ‘In studying biochemistry, the almost 
incredibly complicated chemistry of living things, few scientists can do 
without the help of radioactive isotopes as “tracers.”’ With isotopes 
it is possible to label molecules by replacing normal atoms by radio- 
active ones, and with these they can find out what happens to food- 
stuffs, drugs and vitamins in living plants and animals — how they are 
moved about and how one compound is changed into another. This 
knowledge is the very foundation of progress in medicine and agri- 
culture, 


‘An interesting idea applied to the display on the Radiochemical 
Centre’s stand will be a series of panels on which some 250 labelled 
compounds from Amersham will be grouped according to their use- 
fulness in the various branches of biochemistry which are to be dis- 
cussed by the Conference. By using a ten-button console, visitors will 
be able to see at a gaance the chemi which are available for re- 
search in their particular field of interest. 

‘In the centre of the stand there is a symbolical representation of 
another activity carried on at Amersham, the use of the microscopic 
green plant Chlorella, to turn radioactive carbon dioxide into labelled 
protein which contains many valuable compounds for biological 
research.’ 


International Leather Week, Paris 


THE International Leather Week will again be held at the Parc des 
Expositions, Porte de Versailles, Paris, from September 8 to 13. This 
event is held annually, and at the 1960 exhibition 596 exhibitors, 
including 185 foreign firms or their French agents exhibited products 
in the following categories: raw hides, tanning material and leathers; 
shoes; gloves; other leather articles; leather garments; machinery and 


equipment and chemicals used in the leather industry.

“THE BRITISH PAVILION at the Indian Industries Fair to be held 
in Delhi next November will be the most ambitious the United Kingdom 
has ever had in Asia,’ said Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of 
Trade, at a press viewing of a model of the British Pavilion at the offices 
of the Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, on July 13. 


Mrs. V. L. Pandit, High Commissioner for India in London, who 
attended the showing as a guest of the Minister, said that India’s 
greatest need from Britain was goodwill. She added: “The existence 
of this goodwill had already been demonstrated but the United King- 
dom Pavilion would make it clear to the ordinary men and women 
who would visit the Fair. The educative value of this exhibit is very 
great. It would bring to life the whole concept of partnership and co- 
operation between India and Britain.’ 


The Board of Trade is providing an official United Kingdom 
exhibit and organizing a large commercial display of British products 
at the Indian Industries Fair, which opens on November 14. The 
Board has taken a site at the Fair of 66,000 square feet on which the 
United Kingdom Pavilion, covering about 40,000 square feet, is 
being built. 

The Pavilion will be in two major sections. The first is to be devoted 
to the official exhibit, ‘Britain: India’s Industrial Partner,’ which will 
cover about 11,000 square feet. The object of this exhibit will be to 
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outline Britain’s continuing contribution to the industrialization of 
India and it will include sections on finance, transport, communica- 
tions, power, industrial production, health and knowledge. 


This section will lead into the commercial display, filling the second 
section, in which British firms and Indian firms with British connec- 
tions will stage individual displays of their products on stands being 
provided by the Board of Trade. This section will cover about 26,000 
square feet and accommodate 48 firms indoors and two out-of-doors. 


Ten other firms with British connections will exhibit independently 
in their own pavilions on adjacent sites. Their exhibits will bring the 
area devoted to exhibits of goods deriving from Britain up to a total 
of 112,000 square feet. The United Kingdom Pavilion, the official 
exhibit and the basic stands in the commercial section of the Pavilion 
have been designed by Mr. Charles Munro, on behalf of the Central 
Office of Information to specifications laid down by the Board of Trade 
and the United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner in India. 
Structural units for the Pavilion are being supplied by Taylor Woodrow 
(Building Exports) Ltd. 


Twenty other nations, including the United States and the Soviet 
Union, have booked space at the Fair, which is due to last for six 
weeks, closing January 1, 1962. 
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British Exhibitors at French Textile Fair

THE THIRD French Textile Fair was held from June 26 to July 1, 
at the Parc des Expositions, Porte de Versailles. This is an annual event 
which started in 1959. Since then it has extended from 6,000 to 15,000 
square metres, and participation has increased from 165 to 247 of 
which foreign exhibitors have increased from 20 to 113. United King- 
dom participation, organized by the Textile Promotion Consultative 
Committee in conjunction with the Board of Trade, consisted of 15 
manufacturers who displayed a wide range of fabrics, housed as a 
national group in boutiques having a total area of 306 square metres, 
which included an inquiry office and bar. 


Apart from French representation, which was considerable and 
effective, 11 foreign countries were exhibiting and included Western 
Germany, Austria, Belgium, Italy, Holland, Northern Ireland, Eire, 
Switzerland and the United States, and a newcomer — Spain. Buyers 
numbered 8,400 of whom 2,600 came from foreign countries. 


The Salon was well arranged and facilitated the work and passage 
of both exhibitors and professional buyers. The boutique system 


enabled individual exhibitors to interview buyers in private in their | 
closed office-stands, with hostesses and interpreters readily available 


when required. 


The United Kingdom stand was kept busy by a steady stream of 
visitors and provided an excellent cross section of the United Kingdom 
textile industry, the only notable materials missing being proofed 
fabrics for waterproofs, and light and heavy suitings (mixtures and 
pure woollen). Evidence of these missing lines was provided by the 
large number of inquiries received from buyers at the T.P.C.C. inquiry 
office. United Kingdom manufacturers of these products would be 
well advised to give serious consideration to participation in next 
year’s Salon. 

At a Press reception, following an introductory address by Sir 
Pierson Dixon, Her Majesty’s Ambassador, Mr. A. J. C. Walters, 
Chairman of the Textile Promotion Consultative Committee, spoke of 
the growth and variety of the United Kingdom textile industry, to 
which the examples on show testified, and which ranged from knitted 
and woven fabrics to all varieties of textile fibres for dresses and 
furnishings. Mr. Walters concluded by saying that success this year 
would undoubtedly lead to greater participation in the future. 


Following the reception Sir Pierson Dixon and Mr. J. D. Gibson- 
Watt, who represented the Board of Trade, accompanied by members 
of the British Embassy, the Board of Trade, and the M.T.I visited the 
exhibition and spoke to all British exhibitors. 


For a number of British firms this was their first venture in a French 
fair of this nature, and a great deal of useful information was acquired, 
especially as to their ability to compete and the type of fabrics most 
saleable. Some who were not represented in France took advantage 
of the occasion to appoint agents. In order to strike a balance in the 
timing of the buying seasons in France for the diverse] fabrics shown, 
it is probable that next year’s event will take place a few weeks earlier. 
The organizers have already received a number of firm bookings from 
both French and foreign exhibitors for next year’s fair.

THE BRITISH EMBASSY at Conakry, Republic of Guinea, has 
reported that the Comptoir Guineen de Commerce Interieur and the 
Comptoir Guineen de Commerce Exterieur, the two State trading 
organizations set up after independence, have been wound up. 

At the same time the formation of specialist trading organizations 
has been announced. These are as follows: 

SONATEX — Entreprise Nationale d’Importation d’ Articles Textiles 
et d° Habillement 


Its functions will be: 


Study of external markets with a view to importing textiles and 
essential clothing for the needs of the population on the best 
terms as to price and quality; 

negotiation and conclusion of purchasing contracts in con- 
formity with the import programmes of the country; 


wholesale supply in large or small quantities (en gros et demi- 
gros) of these articles to public and private concerns and to 
private merchants authorized to handle their distribution on the 
internal market. 


This agency is placed under the Ministry of Commerce and will be 
set up with a capital of 50 million Guinea francs. 


ALIMAG -—- Entreprise Nationale d’ Alimentation Generale: for the 
importation, purchase and sale of foodstuffs. 


AGRIMA - Entreprise Nationale d’Importation de Materiel et 
Produits pour l’ Agriculture: for the importation and sale of material, 
tools, machines, raw materials and other products required for the 
expansion of production in the fields of agriculture, animal husbandry 
and silviculture. 

BATIPORT — Entreprise Nationale d’*Importation de Materiel pour 
le batiment: for the importation and sale of building materials. This 
agency will have a capital of 75 million Guinea francs. 

EMATEC — Entreprise Nationale dImportation du materiel tech- 
nique: for the importation and sale of technical material and equipment, 
spare parts and accessories. 


ANOTHER COMPANY (title not yet known): for the importation 
and sale of office materials, stationery and books. 


DIVERMA - Entreprise Nationale d’Importation des Merchandises 
Diverses: for the importation and sale of every merchandise not 
covered by the other agencies.

ENAT ~ Entreprise Nationale d’Acconage, de Transit et de Con- 
signation: for the loading and unloading of ships, handling, forwarding 
and consignment of cargo. Its capital will consist of 250 million 
Guinea francs. 

PHARMAGUINEE ~ Entreprise Nationale Pharmaceutique. This 
agency will be responsible for the manufacture, purchase or preparation 
of all pharmaceutical products, as well as for the representation 
in Guinea of foreign pharmaceutical establishments. It is authorized 
to open laboratories, and to control pharmacies and pharmaceutical 
stores throughout Guinea. It will be responsible for the sale, wholesale 
and retail, of medicines, chemical products, pharmaceutical raw 
materials and all articles intended for medical or pharmaceutical use. 


GUINEXPORT - Entreprise Nationale d’exportation de Produits 
Guineen: for the purchase and exportation of Guinean products. It will 
be responsible for carrying out the export programme established 
under a plan for dealing with the balance of payments. 


All these agencies are placed under the Ministry of Commerce, 
with the exception of PHARMAGUINEE which comes under the 
Ministry of Public Health. With the apparent exception of PHARMA- 
GUINEE, ENAT and BATIPORT, they are required to compete 
on a basis of strict equality with private commerce. Each will have at 
its head a director nominated by Presidential decree who may have 
under him several assistant directors.

United Kingdom and Paraguay 


THE TRADE AND PAYMENTS Agreement between the United 
Kingdom and Paraguay, which was signed on November 21, 1955 
(see Board of Trade Journal of November 26, 1955, page 1166), and was 
due to expire on June 27, 1961, has been prolonged for two months 
until August 27, 1961, by formal exchange of notes. The Agreement 
accords reciprocal most-favoured-nation treatment in respect of 
import duties, charges, rules and formalities. 


BLEU and East Germany 


FOLLOWING discussions held recently in Brussels between the 
Office Economique Belge and the East German Chamber of Foreign 
Trade, quota lists covering trade exchanges for 1961 have been agreed. 
Compared with the previous lists, the new lists provide for an overall 
increase of almost 50 per cent. in trade. 


East German exports, the quotas for which have been increased, 
include machinery, tractors and motor vehicles, caterpillar track 
vehicles, spare engines and Diesel engines, miscellaneous chemical 
products, electrical goods, newsprint, sports goods and camping 
equipment, and furniture. New quotas have been agreed for metal- 
lurgical industry products, certain industrial installations and certain 
mineral products. Quotas for potassic fertilizers, cranes, lifting 
apparatus and dredgers and agricultural machinery were among those 
reduced. 


BLEU exports, the quotas for which have been increased, include 
mechanical, metallic and electrical products, miscellaneous chemical 
products, miscellaneous textiles, rabbit skins, scutched flax. By 
contrast, quotas for wood and veneers and horticultural and agri- 
cultural products, fruit, vegetables and seeds have been reduced.

Morocco and Benelux 


THE MOROCCAN Bulletin Officiel of April 14, 1961, published details 
of an additional protocol initialled in Rabat on February 24, 1961, to 
the agreement of August 6, 1958, between Morocco and Benelux. 


The Moroccan products to be exported to Benelux are the same as 
those covered in earlier lists ex. ept for an additional quota of 220 
millions of Moroccan Francs for Fairs. 


Benelux products to be imported into Morocco have been modified 
to take account of the liberalization measures and increases have been 
made in several of the remaining quotas, the principal increases being 
beet sugar and miscellaneous iron and steel products.

India and North Korea

PAKISTAN 
Import Trade Control] for Second Half of 1961 


THE GAZETTE OF PAKISTAN dated June 29, 1961, announces the 
import policy for the shipping period July-December, 1961. 


Import licences are proposed to be issued for the items listed in the 
Schedule below, and will be issued forfcash and under Aid. They will 
be valid for all countries of the world except licences under Aid or 
licences issued for specific countries in accordance with any Trade 
Agreement. 


Items marked with an asterisk will be licensed exclusively to industrial 
consumers and those marked { will be for East Pakistan only. The 
items marked f will also be licensed to commercial importers in East 
Pakistan. 

Established commercial importers and industrial consumers are not 
required to submit any application. 


Procedure regarding utilization of licences for drugs and medicines 
will continue to be the same as already announced. Lists ‘A’ and ‘B’ 
annexed to the Import Trade Control Schedule for January-June 1961 
have been modified and revised lists are appended (Annexure I). 
Not more than 20 per cent. of the value of a licence shall be utilized 
for import of any one or more items included in list “B.” Drugs and 
medicines shipped on or after July 1, 1961 will be subject to the revised 
lists. 


Items subject to ‘virtual’ O.G.L. procedure 


Fifty-one items were on automatic licensing and I1 items on 
‘virtual’ O.G.L. during the January-June 1961 shipping period. Under 
the present policy 49 items have been placed on O.G.L. leaving 14 
items under automatic licensing. 


Conditions for admissibility under O.G.L. will be the same as 
published in the Board of Trade Journal of March 17, 1961, subject 
to the following: 


(a) Applicants from Karachi will not be admitted for any new item 
under O.G.L 


(b) Applicants will be required to produce evidence to the satisfac- 
tion of the Licensing Authority that they have real assets in the country. 


Newcomers admitted during 1960 and under O.G.L. in January- 
June 1961 will be eligible to apply for one additional item from the 
present O.G.L. list provided they have fully and properly utilized their 
earlier licence except in the case of Karachi where selection of new 
items will be restricted to the original O.G.L. list of 11 items.

During the previous shipping period industries with export per- 
formance or export potential were surveyed by a team of officials 
headed by the Secretary, Ministry of Commerce, and licences were 
issued to eligible units within these industries to meet their require- 
ments of balancing and modernization machinery. A fresh list of 12 
industries has been drawn up for similar treatment during the 
current shipping period, July to December 1961.

Industries to be issued licences for their requirements of raw 

materials 


During the current shipping period 173 industries will be licensed 
on the basis of amounts asked for by them. All eligible units within 
these industries will be called upon to make a reasonable and re- 
sponsible assessment of their requirements of raw material and spare 
parts for the next 12 months. Licences or sub-authorizations will be 
issued immediately for the amount likely to be utilized by Decem- 
ber 31, 1961 and for the balances an undertaking will be given to 
the applicant that a licence or sub-authorization according to avail- 
ability of funds will be issued well before the commencement of 
the next shipping period. Applicants will, however, be free to plan 
their imports for the full amount. For this purpose applicants will 
be required to submit along with their requests for the licences a 
schedule showing the dates by which confirmed irrevocable letters 
of credit will be established in part amounts within the aggregate 
value of the licences. Where an applicant does not operate on the 
basis of letters of credit he will be required to indicate his pro- 
gramme of shipments.

Regarding the balancing and modernization requirement of other 
industries, it has been decided that those requirements should be 
the first charge on the allocation of Rs.5 crores recently made to the 
Provinces for setting up new industries. In this allocation, first 
priority has been accorded to the requirements of printing presses 
and newspapers. 


In the agricultural sector three items will be licensed for the 
amounts asked for. These are: 

1. Tractors (Standardised make) and spare parts of Tractors. 

2. Plants. 

3. Vegetable Seeds. 


In the transport sector, commercial vehicles including trucks and 
buses of standardised makes will be on O.G.L. for East Pakistan 
only. 

Hand loom units in West Pakistan have been given special 
facilities for converting cotton yarn licences into art silk yarn. 
Licensing to approved art silk units will continue as at present. 
It is hoped that these measures will help to improve availability 
of art silk fabrics.

Import of Secondhand Goods 


THE FOLLOWING modifications in the Chilean Regulations governing 
the importation of used and defective goods were made by Chilean 
Ministry of Finance Decree No. 8399 (promulgated in the Official 
Gazette on July 1, 1961). For previous information see Board of 
Trade Journal of April 4, 1961 (page 900). 

1. All imports of used or defective goods in categories liable to 
payment of import surcharges shall in future be subject to payment of a 
surcharge at the rate of 200 per cent. of their c.i.f. value. 

2. Goods in the categories in question which may have been 
imported new into the free zones, shall in future, on their being 
transferred to any other part of the country, be subject to payment of 
the full current rate of tax surcharge applicable to new goods, even if 
they have been used in the meantime. 


3. The 200 per cent. surcharge mentioned in 1 shall not be applicable 
to used capital goods when they are imported on deferred payment 
terms. Such imports shall be subject to payment of the same rate of 
surcharge as is applicable to imports of their new equivalents. 


BRAZIL 


Import Procedure 


Tue Board of Trade Journal of March 31, 1961, published details of 
Brazil's revised import procedure announced in SUMOC (Brazilian 
Superintendency of Money and Credit) Instruction No. 204. Slight 
amendments to that procedure have been made by the following 
SUMOC instructions: 

Instruction No. 206 of May 22, 1961 raised the United States 


$20,000 weekly limit imposed on Brazilian importers to United States 
$50,000, 


Instruction No. 208 of July 1, 1961 abolished the preferential 
exchange rate (‘Cost of Exchange’), established at 200 cruzeiros per 
dollar by Instruction No. 204, and transfers such operations to the 
‘free market.’ Brazilian Importers of products which previously 
enjoyed the preferential rate will now be exempted from the require- 
ment to purchase Bank of Brazil Bills to an amount equivalent to the 
cost of the import. 


Imports of Books, Newspapers, etc. 


The Bank of Brazil S.A. have also issued ‘FIBAN Circular letter 
No. 392,” the effect of which is to exempt imports of books, maps, 
newspapers and magazines from the requirements that importers 
purchase an equivalent amount of Bank of Brazil Bills and also make 
an initia! 10 per cent. deposit when closing forward exchange contracts. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


Customs Tariff Amendment 


By LAW No. 5534 of May 18, 1961, Subsection (a) of paragraph 1049 
of Article 9 of Law 1488 on Import and Exports Tariffs has been 
amended by the addition of the following Note:

IRISH REPUBLIC 


Review of Customs Duties 


THE INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY of the Irish Re- 
public have completed their investigation of the Customs duties on 


cotton bags and sacks and on wheaten breakfast foods (see Board of 


Trade Journal of October 14, 1960, page 933). They have recommended 
in the case of cotton bags and sacks that the present rate of duty 
should be retained and in the case of wheaten breakfast foods that the 
duty of 66% per cent., ad valorem, on goods of United Kingdom origin 
should be reduced to 25 per cent. ad valorem. These recommendations 
have been accepted and the Government have made an Order entitled 
Imposition of Duties (No. 111) (Wheaten Breakfast Foods) Order, 
1961, which comes into operation on July 21, 1961, the effect of which 
is to reduce the Customs duty on wheaten breakfast foods to 37} per 
cent. (Full), 25 per cent. (United Kingdom and Canada), ad valorem. 


AUSTRIA 
Further Liberalization of Trade to GATT Countries

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BELGIUM 


Price Regulations on Pharmaceutical Specialities 


A BELGIAN Ministerial Order dated June 28, 1961 (Moniteur Belge 
No. 156 of July 1, 1961), contains regulations controlling the price of 
pharmaceutical specialities. The Order is due to come into force on 
August 1, 1961. 


Provisions covered by the Order include: 


(a) Pharmaceutical specialities may not be sold to the public at prices 
higher than the maximum prices laid down under the Order 
They may not, in any case, be sold at prices higher than those 
legally applied on June 30, 1961 (Article 2); 


Profit margins of the wholesaler and pharmacist may not exceed 
124 per cent. and 30 per cent. respectively in determining the 
maximum sale price to the public. Rebates, discounts, etc., will! 
not be taken into account in fixing this maximum price (Article 3); 


Criteria for assessing the maximum sale price of the manufacturer 
to the wholesaler of pharmaceutical specialities manufactured 
and made up in Belgium, not having an original equivalent 
abroad (Articles 4 and 5); 


Maximum sale price of pharmaceutical specialities manufactured 
and made up in Belgium but having their original equivalent 
abroad may not exceed by more than 28 per cent. the sale 
price to the public in the country of origin* (Article 6); 


Maximum sale price of pharmaceutical specialities made up in 
Belgium from a medicament imported in bulk may fof exceed by 
more than 28 per cent. the sale price to the public in the 
country of origin* (Article 7); 


Maximum sale price of pharmaceutical specialities imported entirely 
made up may not exceed by more than 23 per cent. the sale price 
to the public in the country of origin* (Article 8); 


Where imports do not pay customs duty, the percentages mentioned 
under (d), (e) and (f) above are fixed at 14 per cent. (Article 9); 


If the sale price of a pharmaceutical speciality established in con- 
formity with the provisions of the Order exceeds 400 Belgian 
francs, then prior Ministerial approval must be obtained (Article 
11); 


The sale price must appear on the packaging of the pharmaceutical 
speciality (Article 13); 


In exceptional cases, waivers to the provisions of this Order regard- 
ing maximum prices may be granted by the Ministry of Economic 
Affairs and Power (Article 14); 


A declaration (in duplicate) [specimen form annexed to the Order] 
for each made-up pharmaceutical speciality must be sent by 
August 1, 1961, at the latest, to the Ministry of Economic Affairs 
and Power ‘Ministere des Affaires economiques et de l'Energie 
—-Service des Prix— Specialites pharmaceutiques, square de 
Meeus, 23, Bruxelles 4.’ The marketing, the withdrawal or 
subsequent modification of price or presentation of a 
pharmaceutical speciality must be notified to the same address 
within three days (Article 16); 


Wholesalers and pharmacists are authorized to charge the prices 
stated on the labels affixed to the pharmaceutical speciality 
before the entry into force of the Order during a period nof 
exceeding two months from the date of entry into force of the 
Order (Article 20).

Oversea Training College for Export Personnel 


COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL oOfganizations are showing an 
increasing awareness of the importance to the export drive of giving 
potential overseas representatives background courses on the areas 
they will cover. 


Education in these matters is the specialized work of an independant 
educational-non-profit-making organization, OVERSEA SERVICE. 
For seven years Oversea Service has been helping to equip for their 
jobs those who go from here to work on long or short stays in overseas 
countries. The urgent need and the solution has been proved in this 
time: the United Kingdom Government, Overseas Governments and 
Government Agencies, and over 100 business firms, have sent their 
trainees to the course. 

In the past, the service’s residential courses and conferences, which 
are aimed at providing factual information and practical advice, and 
at inculcating a sense of responsibility and mental flexibility, have been 
held at centres owned and run by other organizations; but experience 
has made it clear that Oversea Service must now have a home of its 
own, both to meet the steadily increasing demand and to enable the 
work to be done with the maximum effectiveness. 

The Governors have now established such a home at Farnham Castle, 
near Alton, Hants. This building is expected to be available in 1962, ona 
long full-repairing lease, from the Church Commissioners at a pepper- 
corn rent. 

The Comennee Relations Otice have pepnennnes anal the 


importance of Oversea Service by donating the; sum of £30.000 to- 
wards establishing the Service firmly at Farnham Castle. 


The Governors are confident that this generosity will be more then 
matched by business firms, so as to assure the College of a continued 
income. They are convinced that the gap not only will, but should, 
continue so as to allow the use of the Service by those who cannot pay 
economic fees — self-employed individuals, voluntary organizations, 
and British recruits to the service of Oversea Governments. For this 
purpose they reckon they should build up an income of £10,000 a year, 
apart from fees, and an Appeal has been issued. But, of course, the 
organization is still chiefly concerned to spread its usefulness by 
attracting more attendances at existing courses, and more demands 
for its services generally. 


In the seven years up to October 1960, 2,378 men and women 
attended Oversea Service Courses and Conferences. This total is 
made up of 1,689 men and 689 women. They came from Business 
(48 per cent), Governments and Public Bodies (44 per cent.), and 
Voluntary Organizations (8 per cent.). Last year, 1959/60, 536 people 
attended 40 Courses and conferences. 

Courses are now being concentrated at the present headquarters of 
Oversea Service, Holt Hatch, near Alton, Hants. Inquiries should be 
addressed either to the General Secretary there (Bentley 2172) or to 
the London Office, 2 Eaton Gate, London, S.W.1.

Regulations Concerning the Issue of Import Licences 
ARTICLES two and three of the regulations concerning the validity 
of import and export licences, published in the Board of Trade Journal 
on April 28, 1961 (page 1028) have been amended as follows: 

An importer shall now be granted one import licence per year for 
the total quantity of any particular commodity he wishes to import 
during that period. The importer shall have the right to import such 
goods either in one or a number of shipments. However, under no 
circumstances will licences be granted for additional quantities, nor 
will licences be divisible. 


Formalities for Quota System Import Licences 
DECREE NO. 584, published in the Board of Trade Journal on Decem- 
ber 19, 1960 (page 1397), has been amended. Parts A and B should now 
read as follows: 

A. Established Importers 

Import licences will be granted to established importers, based on their 
imports over the past three years, as shown on their Customs Certificates. If 
Customs Certificates are not produced, then records kept by the Customs 
Department shall be considered sufficient for fixing actual quantities imported. 


B. New Importers 

The new importers’ share of the 1961 quota, shall now be fixed on the basis 
of one fifth of the yearly average of all licences granted during the past three 
years. A one-yearly list shall be made for applications for import licences 
received from new importers, during the time limit provided. 


New Regulations on the Import of Saccharine 
SACCHARINE may now be imported into the Lebanon for medical 
use, under licences issued by the Higher Council of Customs, after 
approval by the Minister of Health, and in accordance with their 
restrictions. However, the import of saccharine and sodium saccharide 
for the manufacture of lemonade is now banned.

Napier studied at St. Andrews, St. Pancras and all points east. He 

was educated in Paris. In 1614 he discovered logs. Unlike Archimedes, in a somewhat 
Similar situation (and a bath) there is no record of his running through the streets 
shouting ‘‘Timber’’.
